Winter legumes are a good source only three 1 


of nitrogen and organic matter and, the mound, 
in addition, serve as protective 
crops for thc land, according to 
Earl Marlindnle, Ilempstead coun- 
ty farmer and chairman of the 
county Triple-A committee, in dis- 
cussing the winter cover crop pro- 
gram in the county. 


As a winter cover crop, legumes 


form 
a 
protection 
lor 
thc 
soil 


against erosion and arc a valuable 
source of nitrogen and organic mat- 
ter to help rebuild the soil, Mr. 
Martindalc continued. Under acer- 
agc conditions, he said, it has been 
found that an acre of winter legume 
cover crops will lake the place of 
from 100 to 150 pounds of nitrate of 
soda.
